Election/Restrictions 

The restriction requirement of 12 October 2006 is witlidrawn. Witlidrawn claims 
15-27 are rejoined with claims 1-6, 8-13, and 30. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Leon Legleiter on 06 January 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , insert -for each probe- between the words "signals" and "observed" 
at line 12; 

In claim 15 at line 3, delete the phrase "using a corresponding correction 
coefficient" and replace with -according to the method of claim 1-; 
In claim 18 at line 1 replace "16" with -17-; 

In claim 27 at line 1, replace the phrase "readable medium having instruction for 
causing a computer" with -system comprising a processor- ; 

In claim 27 at line 4-5, replace the phrase ""using a corresponding correction 
coefficient" with -according to the method of claim 1-. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The rejection 
of claim 30 as lacking enablement under 35 USC 112, first paragraph is withdrawn in 
view of the amendments to the claim. The rejection of claims 1-4 as anticipated by Pietu 
et a! is withdrawn. Pietu et a! fails to show the calculation of a correction coefficient, C, 
that is equal to 1 divided by the average of signals in a linear range as Instantly claimed. 
The rejection of claims 1-6, 8-13 and 30 as unpatentable over Jelinsky et al. in view of 
Wohlgemuth et al. is withdrawn. Jelinsky et al. in view of Wohlgemuth et al fails to show 
the calculation of a correction coefficient, C, that is equal to 1 divided by the average of 
signals In a linear range as instantly claimed. The rejection of claims 8-13 and 31-32 as 
unpatentable over Jelinsky et al in view of Wohlgemuth et al and in further view of 
Pinkel et al is withdrawn. The art does not fairly show the instantly claimed method of 
determining correction coefficients.
